Dear Editor, 

As a faculty member here at 
Laurentian, I nominally refrain 
from writing letters to the editor 
oi Lambda, because I seeLambda 
as primarily a student forum. But 
since my colleague, Professor 
McGregor, has taken it upon him- 
self to enlighten us with his clas- 
sical wisdom and grace us with 
his prose style,I feel it is appropri- 
ate to respond to him. 

Professor McGregor begins his 
letter with the astounding assump- 
tion that, because one article ap- 
pears in the student paper bemoan- 
ing the use of Latin on LU diplo- 
mas, this can be construed as the 
"main problem at Lamentian." He 
fallaciously implies that, because 
students are concerned about this, 
they must therefore not be con- 
cerned about unemployment or 
economic depression. Perhaps 
non sequitur is not in Professor 
McGregor's prodigious Latin vo- 
cabulary. 

His egregiously mispunctuated 
second paragraph contains another 
unfounded assumption, also based 
on a non sequitur which he 
wrongly ascribes to the student 
who wrote the article: "If you can't 
read it, you can't understand it, 
you don't need it." I saw no 
evidence of this fallacious rea- 
soning in the original piece. What 
Professor McGregor is doing is 
setting up a "straw" opponent, 
easily knocked over by his pomp- 
ous huffing and puffing. But per- 
haps this logical fallacy, being 
stated, as it usually is, in an Eng- 
lish idiom, is not in Professor 
McGregor's vocabulary, either. 

What is all too apparendy in 
the venerable professor's vocabu- 
lary is the curiously lined-through 
expletive "fuckhead." Professor 
McGregor's classical education 
seems to have resulted in a stun- 
ning disregard for the opinions of 
others and for reasoned discourse. 
The writer of the article he refers 
to has a right to want his diploma 
in a language he can read, and he 
has a right to be an educator. I 
only hope students know that pro- 
fessor McGregor's tactics do not 
represent the preferred mode of 
discourse by the majority of 
Laurentian University's faculty. 
Professor McGregor bases his 
"argument" on the dubious asser- 
tion that Latin is the mother tongue 
of "all of us". Leaving aside for a 
moment his apparent assumption 
that "all of us" speak English or 
French as our first language, the 
claim that Latin is the "mother 
tongue" of English is simply 
wrong. English and Latin are both 
Indo-European languages, having 
descended from a common root. 
The earliest Indo-European lan- 
guage we know of is Sanskrit. 
Latin is a descendant of the Italic 
branch of the Indo-European fam- 
ily, while English is a descendant 
of the Teutonic branch, and is 
therefore a Germanic language. 
French is an Italic language, but 
even it did not descend from the 
classical Latin of scholars, but 
rather from the common Latin used 
by business people and soldiers. 
Latin has, of course, has a great 



influence on the English language, 
but mostly as the result of the 
Roman conquest of Britain and in 
the later influx of Christianity. 

Aside for these errors of fact 
and reasoning, the most disturb- 
ing characteristic of Professor 
McGregor's letter is its conde- 
scending and arrogant tone. If 
this is indicative of the professor's 
approach to education and his re- 
gard for students, it is litde won- 
der that few want to learn what he 
professes. Perhaps he should 
"emitte" (with two "t's" not "tees," 
by the way) a littie "lucem el 
veritem" himself, as well as take a 
hard look at his own hubris. You 
know hubris, Professor 
McGregor-the sin of contemptu- 
ous pride.

ANONYMOUS WRITER CLARIFIES U.C.R ARTICLE 



It seems that the Lambda 
article critical of UCF has 
caused a considerable amount 
of controversy on campus. I 
consider that to be a positive 
thing. Any forum that raises 
questions about an issue in- 
stead of blindly swallowing 
the party line can only be con- 
sidered positive. That being 
said, let me clarify some 
things about the contentious 
UCF article, items that Dr. 
Graeme Mount smmarizes 
succinctly in the letter on page 
5. (Layout is more conven- 
ient and neater if this letter 
appears before Dr. Mount's.) 
First, people have their 
tongues tied in a knot com- 
plaining about the dastardly 
practice of "anonymous" au- 
thors criticizing UCF. The 
problem of a lack of a byline 
on the article in question was 
strictly related to time con- 
straints in production. Last 
week's issue of Z^am^da was 
twice as long as usual, and 
things tend to get left out at 
1 :30 in the morning. 

Second, the tone of the arti- 
cle was deliberately inflam- 



matory. Glowing commen- 
dations of UCF from senior 
administrative officials 
glossing over academic 
shortcomings and gross fi- 
nancial negligence are no 
more commendable than any 
personal attacks on the ar- 
chitects of the UCF plan. 

Of course respected aca- 
demics like Dr. Jon Gonder 
are not "clowns." All five 
members of the UCF review 
panel are, as Dr. Mount indi- 
cates in his letter, serious and 
conscientious scholars. In 
this case, however, they seem 
to have neglected mounds of 
statistical evidence attesting 
to the serious academic short- 
comings of UCF, evidence 
that is contained in the ap- 
pendices of the academic 
review. The fact that 24 
Senators voted against the 
academic component of 
UCF, an increase of 1 100% 
since 1986, indicates that I 
am not a lone voice crying in 
the wilderness. 

Of course Dr. Paul is not a 
liar. As a matter of fact, I 
have a great deal of sympa- 



thy for the position Dr. Paul is 
in. Arriving in Sudbury on 
July 1, 1991, to land in the 
middle of the UCF mess is an 
unfortunate position for any 
senior administrative official 
to be in. However, to publish 
reports focusing solely on the 
wonderful benefits of UCF 
while leaving the messy de- 
tails of an outrageous finan- 
cial arrangement out of any 
public discussion is a deliber- 
ate misrepresentation of all 
available data. 
Finally, allow me to respond 
to Dr. Mount's charges of my 
incompetence, my "new low 
in journalism," my irresponsi- 
bility, and my minimal evi- 
dence. 

Dr. Mount and I have had 
serious conflicts over this is- 
sue in the past. He knows that 
I do not think of him as a 
"clown" or as a paid lackey of 
the UCF administration. I have 
been fortunate enough to study 
under Dr. Mount for five years 
and there is no academic in 
this university who has had a 
greater positive nfluence on 
my own academic career . I

also consider him to be a 
friend. If my article offended 
him personally, then I am truly 
sorry. 

However, he makes several 
charges of his own that are 
unsubstantiated. In particu- 
lar, he indicates that the state- 
ment attributed to Ron 
Chrysler concerning the pos- 
sibility of reallocating 
$750,000 to the Laurentian 
campus if UCF was termi- 
nated is fictitious. Mr. 
Chrysler does not need to 
deny or confirm anything. His 
financial outiine of the UCF 
situation isconvenientiy sum- 
marized in a November 20, 
1991, memorandum to the 
Finance Committee. Dr. 
Mount is free to take ten steps 
outside his office and obtain a 
copy of this fictitious evi- 
dence from me if he pleases. 

Second, Dr; Mount allows 
himself to speak for all who 
have shared in the UCF "ex- 
perience." Unfortunately, I 
have known four students 
who have enrolled at UCF for 
varying lengths of time. None 
of these people denied the 
fact that their time spent at 
UCF was worthwhile. How- 
ever, all four students can- 
didly stated that the academic 
side of UCF was ' inferior to 
the standards here at Lauren- 
tian. 

Turning back to the Aca- 
demic Review, my irrespon- 
sible source use is evident. In 
the 1987-1988 session, 62% 
of all students responding to 
questionnaires stated that the 
academic standards at UCF 
were less rigorous; this fig- 
ure remained extraordinarily 
high in the 1989-1990 ses- 
sion with 53% of the smdents 
citing lower UCF academic 



standards. In the 1987-1988 
session, 42% of students sur- 
veyed indicated that all of the 
credits taken at UCF could 
not be transferred to their 
home institutions; this figure 
increased to 64% in the 1 989- 
1990 session. The question, 
therefore, begs to be asked: If 
at least half the students felt 
that the academic standards 
are below normal and almost 
two-thirds of the students in 
1989-1990 could not transfer 
all of their credits back to 
Canadian schools, how can 
any claim of academic parity 
with Canadian standards be 
made? Students clearly at- 
tend UCF for the opportunity 
to travel throughout Europe 
at the expense of a year of 
university schooling. If this 
use of published statistical 
sources is "libelous" and "to- 
tally irresponsible" then per- 
haps we should allow the in- 
fallible administrative man- 
darins of this university to 
rule by decree, free of any 
criticism from incompetent 
journalists like myself. 

To conclude, the UCF op- 
eration will cost this univer- 
sity millions before it is ter- 
minated. Although the con- 
cept of going to school over- 
seas is an excellent one, a 
small regional university like 
Laurentian cannot support 
such a risky venture. The 
Academic Review commit- 
tee, when confronted with a 
large amount of data contra- 
dictingpopularclaimsofUCF 
academic integrity, chose to 
enthusiastically support UCF. 
As a result, they must share 
the blame when the financial 
mess of UCF is discussed.

FROM U.C. to U.C.F. LAMBDA USES MOflE WHITE OUT! 



To the Editor, 
Dear Sir, 

The anonymous attack 
on the Universite Canadienne 
en France which appeared in 
your March 12 issue repre- 
sents a new low in journal- 
ism. It may even be libelous. 

To attack U.C.F is 

fair. Mostof us would agree 
that last year's contract with 
Blyth and Company was a 
devastating mistake. Given 
the benefits to Laurentian in 
terms of faculty and students 
using the facilities, the finan- 
cial risks are unreasonably 
high. Indeed, the financial 
implications are frightening. 
It will be interesting to see 
whether Mr. Chrysler denies 
the $750 000 per annum fig- 
ure attributed to him. 

However, to attack the 

motives of specific people 
without, it appears, interview- 
ing these people is totally ir- 
responsible. To do so under 
the shelter of anonymity is to 
abuse a privileged position. 
As anyone who knows 
them will testify, Dean 
Gonder, and Professors 
Hesbois, Matheson, Tesson, 



and Lindon are not "clowns". 
They are serious, conscien- 
tious academics. As one who 
was at U.C.F. the week they 
came to visit, I can testify that 
they were not "wined and 
dined" to the point where they 
lost their sense of perspec- 
tive. They lived in the same 
type of Spartan villas which 
the students inhabited, and 
they ate at the student cafete- 
ria. Unlike the author of the 
article, they spent all day 
every day but one conducting 
interviews. Their task was to 
assess the academic worth of 
U.C.F., not its financial vi- 
ability. 

Regarding the appar- 
ently inflated marks to which 
the anonymous writer refers, 
U.C.F. ~ contrary to legend - 
- does attract some very good 
students from very good uni- 
versities. A class is probably 
top heavy as compared to a 
class at home. Some profes- 
sionals want their sons or 
daughters to have experiences 
such as this and encourage 
them, financially and other- 
wise. Other students are 
highly motivate to go and to 



maximize their experiences 
while there. This is not to 
deny the existence of abuses, 
but one should not think of 
the marking at U.C.F. as noth- 
ing but abuse and scandal. 

It is unfortunate that the 
anonymous writer attacks the 
motives of people whom, it 
appears, he or she has never 
met. As in, any setting, there 
are pleasure- seekers at U .C. F. 
There are many more who are 
serious students. Yes, they 
have good times while there, 
but life in Sudbury or any 
other Canadian university city 
is not one of unadulterated 
work. Students her too have 
time for games, for jobs, for 
falling in love, for music, for 
rest and recreation. 

Similarly, the anony- 
mous writer attacks the integ- 
rity of Laurentian's new presi- 
dent, Ross Paul. Dr. Paul 
inherited a most unenviable 
contract between Laurentian 
and Blyth and Company. He 
has limited choices. He can 
bail out now and pay an enor- 
mous financial penalty. He 
can say publicly that the con- 
tract was a mistake and will 



not be renewed, but that would 
hardly encourage the neces- 
sary number of warm bodies 
to register there while the con- 
tract remains in effect. He 
could praise U.C.F.'s aca- 
demic worth and say that its 
quality will remain high while 
the contract remains in ef- 
fect, but that the contract will 
be terminated at the earliest 
possible opportunity. That 
would undercut the work of 
the Strategic Planning Com- 
mittee, which reports to Sen- 
ate in May. 

There are certainly 
grounds for differences of 
opinion. A writer should not, 
however, assume that he or 
she has a monopoly of the 
virtue and wisdom. A com- 
petent journalist does not 
scream from the shelter of 
anonymity that^his or her op- 
ponents, clearly identified, are 
fools and rogues.

L.U. Museum and Arts Centre 

According to the Art Gallery of Ontario in Toronto, an expected $6 million shortfall to its 
operating base threatens the education and outreach programs which benefit the public art 
galleries in the Sudbury community. 

The Art Gallery of Ontario is an agency of the Province of Ontario. 

'If the Art Gallery of Ontario fails to get this ($6 million) increase," says the AGO, "education 
and outreach programs will be terminated, including future exhibitions to the Laurentian 
University Museum and Art Centre." 

Since 1968, the L.U.M.A.C. at 251 John Street has borrowed 1 10 art exhibitions from the Art 
Gallery of Ontario. 

The teimination of AGO outreach programming would have a serious impact on the quality 
of programming offered at the Art Centre — of the 20 to 25 art exhibitions offered annually by 
the L.U.M.A.C, four to five a year are organized by or with the assistance of the AGO. This 
includes "Artists and Their Work" exhibitions. 

In the past few years alone, AGO exhibitions have brought to Sudbury intemational 
masterpieces by artists like Picasso, Monet, and Renoir, among many others. 

"The 16,000 woilcs in the AGO's permanent collection are held intmst for all Ontarians," says 
Glenn Lowry, Director of the AGO. "The people of Sudbury have a right to see and enjoy these 
works in their own community at the L.U.M.A.C." 

The AGO leads the art galleries in the province in the ability to provide excellent catalogues 
and support materials for their exhibitions. Their publications provide essential research for 
Ontario artists, both historical and contemporary. 

One of the AGO's vital links with art galleries in other areas of the province is the "Artists and 
Their Works" program. 

Over th&years, this highly interactive program has allowed the L.U.M. A.C. to bring 45 rising 
Canadian artists and exhibitions of theirnewest work to Sudbury. While here, the visiting artists 
talk face-to-face to area school children and artists.

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Lambda Interview with President Elect 



Congratulations from Lambda on becom- 
ing the President elect of the SGA. While at 
it you can answer a few questions. 
Why did you compete for the presidential 
position? 

T.C. 1 had toyed with the idea but there were 
several small things that I was unsure of. I liked 
the idea of doing it, I wanted to do it, I wasn't 
sure if it was the right choice for me to make 
considering considering the stage I'm at right 
now. I graduate this year, so if I ran for 
president and won it meant spending a sixth 
year here, although in a different capacity after 
five years as a student I had started to think 
that I had had enough, that it was time to move 
on to the next stage. I wondered whether or not 
this would be the right way of going about it 
As well, other personal reasons motivated me 
to run for the position. 

I don't have any delusions about being totally 
prepared for the position. Here in UCI am a big 
fish in a little pond and I'm putting myself in a 
position of being a little fish in a very big pond. 
Being the SGA president is completely differ- 
ent finom being president of UC. In UC you 
have a captive audience of 240 residents be- 
cause they have no place else to go, but the 
SGA is not that way. You are dealing with 
more people, a greater range of activities and 
services, and a greater range of people types. 
Add to that, your deaUng with the problems of 
on-campus and off-campus students which is 
something I don't have to deal with in UC. 

LAMBDA: There have been numerous is- 
sues raised with Lambda's alleged attempt 
to influence the elections. What is your 
opinion on this? 

T.C. We have two issues here — Lambda 
itself and my controversial campaign poster. 
The Lambda cover created a rift between on 
and off-campus sbidents. In my opinion, it 
turned on-campus people away from Chris 
Robson because regardless of whether or not 
he was involved he looked like he was in- 
volved. Chris looked guilty by association so 
as far as on-campus people thought he was at 
least indirectly responsible for the cover article 
in Lambda. I also think a great number of off- 
campus people interpreted it as a message that 
if they didn't vote for an off-campus student 
they would be jeopardizing their future and that 
only an off-campus candidate could represent 
off-campus students. The innuendo of the 
newspaper suggested that myself or Terri 
McMillan would not be able to represent off- 
campus students. 

Lambda: Who made the decision to use the 
Lambda cover despite the possibility of copy- 
right infringement? 

T.C. It was my decision. Nothing was done 
in my campaign that wasn't personally okayed 
by me. The use of the cover was suggest to me 
by someone else but the decision to use it was 
mine and the decision on what to write below it 
was mine.

Lambda: Were you surprised at the 
election results? Did you expect it to be 
such a close race? 



T.C. I would not have even attempted to 
predict the outcome. To the best of my 
knowledge that was the closest race in the 
SGA's history. 

Lambda: What are your plans for the 
SGA next year? 

T.C. One of the more obvious issues is 
next years possible strike among univer- 
sity workers. There are three collective 
agreements on campus and all three of 
them are up for review. If there is a strike 
there may be a tremendous amount of 
infighting between the administration and 
whichever group is on the picket line. We 
definitely need to have a united student 
body and take a position on one side or the 
other — there can no fence sitting. It's 
important that all student organizations on 
campus present a united front It has been 
so easy in the past for the administration to 
railroad the students because we have four 
different student governments on this cam- 
pus. To have the four student presidents, 
the editors of the student papers, and the 
head of CFLR meeting to determine issues 
affecting students in the advent of a strike 
would be a priority of mine. 
As well, recent Endless Summer events 
have tended to be an attempt to outdo the 
previous year's event. The problem was 
that the attendance from 1987 to 1991 was 
always the same. This year's council 
needed three to four thousand people to 
break even, and these attendance figiu-es 
had never been approached in the past. 
Laurentian is not yet at the stage where 
they can command a four thousand person 
audience in one event For me to turn 
around and do the same thing again would 
be insulting. Next year I would like to see 
a return to the format of a few years ago 
where four lesser known bands played for 
far less money and made just as many 
people happy. If I had been in Mark 
Green's shoes last year, I probably would 
have made the same decision he did. But 
to ignore the past and not learn from it is 
crazy. 

Lambda: Do you intend to raise the 
council above its current level of just 
being a socially active organization? 

T.C. Yes. Regardless of what Mr. Land 
may think, I said during my campaign that 
off-campus students have never had a fair 
return on their investment in Laurentian 
University.. Presently, the SGA is revis- 
ing their constitution to make more equal 
the on and off-campus representation. I 
have had discussions with Dr. Paul about 
the establishment of an ombudsperson on 
campus to look into and improver the 
situations of students like housing and 



transportation. We do have the advantage of 
having three off-campus students on the ex- 
ecutive next year so hopefully we can im- 
prove affairs for off -campus students. We 
also needs to make an attempt to let students 
know exactly what services the SGA does 
provide. 

Lambda: What is your opinion of the 
student media on campus? 

T.C. Well, the only student media Uiat I 
have access to is Lambda. I've been im- 
pressed with LamZ>da this year. Chris Land 
has done a good job in turning the paper 
around and I'm hoping that Peter (Przy- 
chcdzki) can continue that And improve it 
even more. There have been some flaws of 
course, but it has become a real paper this 
year. 

Lambda: How do you intend to combat 
apathy among students? 

T.C. I wonder how pathetic the student 
body really is. In the past week I know of at 
least half a dozen people who are writing 
letters to Lambda to comment on the elec- 
tion issue. In UC we have close to 30% of the 
population attending events regularly. If you 
provide something the students want they 
won't be apathetic. The problem is finding 
out exacdy what students want The 35 
people on the SGA council have to decide 
what the students want and hopefully these 
people will have input from large numbers of 
students from the general student popula- 
tion. Next year I hope to regularly meet with 
students in the Great Hall and the Science 
Cafeteria to get a clear indication of what the 
students on this campus like and dislike. The 
new SGA office in the Student Center is 
centrally located to give students better ac- 
cess to the SGA executive. 

Lambda: What is your message to return- 
ing and new students next year? 

T.C. I ran for this position because I felt I 
could do a good job for everyone and I don 't 
want people to have the opinion that the 
wrong person was elected because of tiie 
close nature of the election vote. I will 
represent everyone equally. For the frosh, 
university is more than academic experi- 
ence. University is not here to provide you 
with nothing but a degree. You will learn far 
more here than professors can teach you and 
I hope that they would participate in all 
aspects of university Ufe.
